Applicant's comments concerning the reference to Fumio are noted. Applicant is reminded that evidence submitted in an application is not 
made a part of the prosecution history of another application. 

As regards the translation, applicant's comments in combination with the translation, do not place the application in condition for allowance 
in that they raise further questions which applicant has not addressed. Firstly, applicant refers to the first sentence of paragraph 0027 as 
supporting the notion that Fumio's motor runs only in one direction, however the remainder of that paragraph (see lines 11-16, particularly 
lines 15-16) suggests that the structure of Fumio allows the generation of torque in both directions, one torque being larger than the other. 
That two different torque values associated with two different directions are mentioned in any way in the reference appears to contradict 
the notion that the reference to Fumio necessarily allows rotation in only one direction. 

Applicant's assertion that Fumio's motor operates in only one direction, taken in combination with the translation of Fumio which not only 
indicates that the motor operates in one direction, but also indicates that it can deliver a large torque in one direction and a small torque in 
the other direction is not sufficient to remove Fumio from consideration. A reference is relied upon for all that it teaches, not just selected 
portions, and in the case of Fumio, while the reference teaches in part that feature which applicant asserts, the reference also teaches 
motor operation characterized by a large torque associated with one direction and a small torque associated with the other. At best, the 
translation suggests further questions which would require further substantial consideration at this time. 
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
